their faith, at ſometimetoſlipand to 
offend his Maieſty,for this ſeemeth to 


bee an infirmitie of A braham ,that hee

which was molt neceſſary, and would 


ratherhazard the chaſtitic of his wife, 
andthe diſpleaſure of God which hee

They cannot. diſcerne of thedeucliſhe

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thar are committed by Princes &rich 
men, Eſpecially they Meciies think 
that bicauſe God hath ſet them aboue 
others, therefore they hane more au- 
thority to ſinnethen others. I confeſſe 
indeed,they haue more meanes todoe 
it: but thar ſaying ſhall be fitly applicd 
ynto them : the mighty men ſhall bee 
mightilie puniſhed for their ſinnes. 
For as al ſinnes are ioyned with ingra- 
titude , and by reaſon of itaremade 
more ſinfull : ſo,eſpecially the finne of 
rich men,of wiſe men,of learned men, 
is ioyned with moſt deteſtable ingra- | 
titude againſt the maieſtie of God, be- 
cauſc his benefites to them are farre 
more then to others, _ 

Athird thing ishereto bee noted, 
in thatitis ſaid, G O Ddid not onely 
plague Pharaoh , but his houſe alſo : 
not meaning the walles and the timber 
of the houſe, but his Familie, hisSer- 
vaunts,his kindſemen, and thoſe that 
were of his houſe. Which'teacheth ys 
this,thatweare not olightly to think

For if Pharaoh had beene as wicked as 


ſome Chriſtians are , though hee had 
ſayd, heereis thy wife; yet hee would 
haue ſetothers there, to haue take her 
away from him, 8 to haue killed him, 
andall they that were with him. This 
then is for our laſt inſtruction, that we 
doe not onely yeeld to that which is 
good, but to perſeuer and continue in 
it,and thatnot onely before God,but 
alſo before men: alwaies dealing 
yprightly as in theſight 
of God.
